GENERAL  INFORMATION     The   College    of   Arts   and    Sciences   is 

accredited  by  the  Middle  States  Asso- 
ciation of  Colleges  and  Secondary  Schools  and  by  the  University  Senate 
of  the  Methodist  Church.  Its  curricula  provide  for  the  degrees  of  Bache- 
lor of  Arts  and  Bachelor  of  Science  in  twenty  fields  of  concentration. 

Through  the  Evening  Division  of  the  College  of  Arts  and  Sciences,  the  Uni- 
versity offers  the  opportunity  for  employed  students  to  continue  their 
education.  The  post-war  period  will  demand  men  and  women  who  are 
by  training  and  education  best  fitted  to  remain  in  those  positions  which 
merit  permanence  in  peacetime.  Courses  in  the  Evening  Division  are  de- 
signed to  assist  the  employed  individual  to  become  more  valuable  to  his 
employer,  to  the  government,  and  to  himself,  and  to  aid  him  in  meeting 
the  challenge  of  competition  which  the  post-war  period  will  inevitably  bring.

It  is  readily  accessible  by  bus  and  can  be  easily  reached  from  all  parts  of 
the  city.  Its  eighty-acre  campus  is  situated  in  a  quiet,  wooded  section  adja- 
cent to  the  Wesley  Heights  residential  section,  and  is  only  ten  minutes  by 
bus  from  such  centrally  located  points  as  Dupont  Circle.
